THE INSURANCE TRUST 


T 


HE high handed methods of the national board of fire 


insurance underwriters has again been illustrated 


by a recent recommendation that all companies belonging 
to the organization forthwith cancel their polices in the 
state of Kansas. This action was decided upon by reason 
of a law passed by the legislature of that state prohibit- 
ing the flre Insurance companies from entering Into agree- 
ments to maintain uniform rates. 


It has become a regular practice with Insurance com- 


panies to threaten legislatures that have the temerity to 
enact measures calculated to In any manner interfere with 
or regulate their business. Nevada had a similar exper- 
ience four years ago when what was known as the Har- 
desty bill passed both branches of the legislature. The bill 
provided that policy holders should receive the full amount 
of Insurance upon which premiums had been paid In the 
event of a total loss. It was claimed by the advocates of 
the measure that the Insured was entitled to receive every 
cent upon which he paid premiums and that it was the 
business of the insurance company to see for itself that 
the property was not overvalued. 


Notwithstanding the manifest justice of this claim, the 


Insurance companies promptly notified their policy hold- 
ers that If some means was not found for nullifying the 
law they would cancel alt polices In Nevada and refuse to 
write further business in this state at any pi'ice. Natur- 
ally, this Insolent though unjust declaration created a pro- 
found sensation. Merchants carrying large stocks of goods 
secured by Insurance quailed before theautocratlc power 
of the companies and besought relief from the precarious 
condition which an enforcement of the law would place 
them. The act had become a law, but by a peculiar man- 
ipulation a trumped up discrepancy In the history of the 
bill served the purpose of Invalidating the measure and the 
Insurance companies triumphed and were permitted to 
continue to accept premiums upon insurance which they 
did not propose to pay In the event of total loss. 


Th««re would seem to be no valid reason why flre in- 


surance companies should unite to maintain rates If those 
rates are not excessive. Any company which accepted 
risks at a figure too low for safe business it would alone 
be the sufferer. 
Some means should be found to put a 


stop to this arrogant assumption of power by these com- 
panies acting through a board which Is In effect a trust. 


AN UNPOPULAR APPOINTMENT

>LJTICIANS and others who have expressed their 


views on the subject differ radically as to the recep- 


tion that Charles W. Anderson, the negro appointed to 
the Internal revenue collectorshlp for the Second New 
York district, will receive when he takes up his new du- 
ties. Prejudice against the negro Is very strong in New 
York. No theter, first-class hotel or restaurant will ac- 
cept negro patronage. Two coses resulted from such dis- 
crimination and are now pending in the courts. The negro 
Id no nearer recognition in New York as a social equal 
than he Is In n. southern city. As to Anderson, his enem- 
ies are digging up unpleasant Incidents in his record, and 
It is declared In certain quarters that a fight that threatens 
to assume the proportions of that made against President 
Roosevelt's famous Crum appointment is to be waged 
by local Republicans against the appointment. There is 
no doubt that many people do not like the appaolntment, 
but there is a question as to whether the opposition will 
develop openly. Officials of the Internal 
revenue office

There are about 900 motormen employed 
by the company, and of these about €00 have been at 
work long enough to get the $8.60 rate. They, now jro 
back to work at $3. and the company will therefore save 
$300 a day, without counting the savin* on motormen who 
received $5.26. It will be six months before these men are 
advanced to the $3.25 rate, and In that time, for the mo- 
tormen alone, the company will save at least $55,000.

Hereafter all Bedding Used in Sleep- 


ing Cars Will B* Passed Upon By 
an Expert.' 


In compliancy with the recommenda- 


tion of the surgeon-general 
of 
the 


United States government, the Pull- 
man car department of the Southern 
Pacific system has begun the work of 
establishing; a higher standard In its 
berth accommodations. 


The offices of the Pullman Company 


are affected by each having an expert 
on linen added to the forces. 


The expert passes on the fitness of 


each sheet, pillow cases and blankets 
that are used. 


The surgeon-general's recommenda- 


tion affects the number of sheets that 
are assigned to each bed, three being1 
sent out Instead of two as heretofore. 


•The blankets are encased in these 


linen sheets for the purpose of reduc- 
ing the possibility of carrying- con- 
tagious diseases. 


The sheets, from their quality, pre- 


sent a better surface for the rejection 
of microbes and disease germs than 
blankets, and In addition they lend 
themselves more readily to the cleans- 
ing process used by the company.

^ They rushed to the berth from which 
the report of the 
pistol shot came. 


The cause was soon brought to light — 
a serious and -perhaps fatal accident 
had been averted. 


The gentleman, who Is well known 


In all financial circles of this and other 
cities of the state, but whose name !H 
withheld, had Just alighted from- his 
berth. 


In reaching for his coat and pulling 


it toward him, It caught In something 
In the berth, and 
overturned a 38- 


callbre revolver, which was In one of 
the pockets, the revolver falling to 
the floor and was Instantly discharg- 
ed: 
The ball grazing the body of % Its 


owner, tore Its way Into the furniture 
of the car. The clothing on the gentle; 
man showed by the discolored and 
singed cloth, the effects of the powder 
and the consequent nearness of tho 
dangerous shot. 
The mlssle might 


have killed him Instantly. 


It was some time after the accident 


was explained to the alarmed passeng- 
ers before the excitement was allayed. 


The forunate gentleman may 
well 


be congratulated upon his escape from 
what might easily have been a fatal 
catastrophe.
